

Iran nationalizes 
insurance firms 


TEHRAN, June 25 (Agencies) 
— Iran Monday nationalized the 
country’s 11 private insurance 
companies, including seven with 
foreign capital. 

The /‘Voice of the Islamic 
Republic" radio said Iran's secret 
" \ revolutionary council had issued a 
/ ‘ i decree ordering the government 
; to nationalize all the companies 
and run them in accordance with 
Islamic principles. 

Insurance brokers said the capi- 
tal of the companies was about 1 1 
; 'U billion rials (S 130 million), of 
:: ■/. which about 800 million rials($ 
1 v. 1 1 .5 million) was paid up by fore- 
ign insurance companies. 

National Finance and 
Economic Minister Ali Ardelan 
"■ told state radio that all insurance 
companies affected by national- 
ization would remain closed until 
Saturday, when they will reopen 
- . • with new managing directors. A 
similar plan was used when hanks 
were nationalized. 

He said licenses permitting fore- 
ign insurance companies to oper- 
-■i ate in Iran would be canceled and 
• that authorities would "sort out 
-- the accounts'* of these foreign 
companies. He did not elaborate 
on how the nationalized firm*; and 
their investments would be hand- 
. /■ led. 

The insurance sector was one of 
the worst hit by the revolution 
which toppled the Shah last Feb- 
ruary after months of riots and 
strikes that paralyzed the 
economy. 

The Iranian insurance market 
was dominated by the state- 
owned Bimeh Iran through which 
all government projects bad to be 
tnsured.lt accounted for about 60 
per cent of the insurance business 


in the country. 

Insurance executives said Mon- 
day that the government move 
might make Iranian insurance 
more efficient. They said the 
industry has been hampered by 
backward methods and an obliga- 
tion for private companies to pay 
large fees to the govern menL 

But they said it could also cut 
down tne total amount of insur- 
ance business if companies lost 
interest in competing for policies 
in the traditionally difficult Ira- 
nian market. 

They also speculated that with 
insurance under state control, 
companies could be compelled to 
invest in Iranian business enter- 
prises rather than in foreign com- 
panies. 

A front-page editorial predict- 
ing the move in Monday's issue of 
"Islamic Republic" — the news- 
paper of the ruling religious elders 
— said the insurance companies 
would in future be run as non- 
profit-making firms. 

"The nationalization of the 
insurance companies is another 
correct step which the revolutio- 
nary council is taking toward free- 
dom and (independence the 
Tehran newspaper said. 

“Following the nationalization 
of the banking system, the nation 
is expecting to see the nationaliza- 
tion of big industries, big financial 
institutions, commercial enter- 
prises and the offices ofimperialist 
brokers and insurance com- 
panies,” it said. 

"We must free ourselves from 
shackles and show this to the 
oppressed masses. This is only 
possible by breaking the chains 
that imperialism has put on the 
neck of the oppressed," it went on. 


Khomeini says anarchy 
greatest threat to Iran 



TEHRAN, June 25 (AP) — 
The threat of anarchy is Erah's 
greatest danger. Ayatollah Rubol- 
lah Khomeini warned in a speech 
over the weekend. 

"We are facing our greatest 
challenge in this country — a chal- 
lenge even more difficult than that 
during the former regime and that 
danger is anarchy," Khomeini 
declared. 

The speech by Iran’ s top religi- 
ous and revolutionary leader was 
delivered in the holy dty of Qom 
Saturday and published in the 
local press Monday. 

“ If we don’t behave ourselves, 
the outside world is sure to say 
that we are a bunch of barbarians 
let lose, " Khomeini added. 

"Let it not be reported abroad 
that the I ranians were a bunch of 
wild people who made things 
worse for themselves after freeing 
themselves from the trap,” he 
•• added. 

■ " Our victory will come when we 

* have succeeded in changing ourse- 

* Ives into proper Muslims by acting 
j in strict accordance with Islamic 
“ principles,’’ Khomeini said. 

£ In a separate development the 
; Iranian foreign ministry, reacting 


to Arab references to an Iranian 
province as "Arabestan,” said 
that changing geographic names 
“is an ineffective political game 
intended to harm Islamic and 
Arab countries.” 

The ministry statement Sunday 
followed references to the Iranian 
province of Khuzestan as 
"Arabestan” in Iraqi and other 
Arab newspapers. It said this 
name was “phony and baseless.” 

"It should be pointed out that 
the ministry of foreign affairs has 
promptly lodged its official pro- 
tests with the official authorities of 
the said countries,” the ministry 
said. 

“Fortunately, the authorities of 
our brotherly Arab neighbor, 

Kuwait, with full understanding, 
have deplored the incident and 
have taken measures to redress 
the situation.” 

It expressed hope that "the 
Iraqi leaders will soon realize that 
chang in g of geographical names, 
as the experience of recent years 
show, and of which our Arab 
brothers are fully aware, is 
nothing but a futile political 
game.”

KHAMIS MISHAIT. June 25 
(SPA) — Defense Minister Prince 
Sultan Monday dedicated the fifth 
phase of the “peace falcon” pro- 
ject at the air base which he 
renamed the King Khaled Base. 

He also said that the air base in 
Dhahran will be renamed after the 
late King Abdul Aziz, the Tabuk 
base after the late King Faisal and 
the Taif base after Crown Prince 
Fahd. 

Prince Sultan said that the deci- 
sion was taken in recognition of 
the services of these leaders to 
their religion and their country. 

Speaking on the occasion, the 
commander of the base Col. 
Suleiman Al- Anqari said that as a 
result of the special concern to the 
base by King Khaled, Prince Fahd 
and Prince Sultan, the King 
Khaled Base has become one of 
the most advanced air bases in the 
world. 

Accompanied by chief of staff 
Gen. Othman Al- Hu maid. Prince 
Sultan inspected various installa- 
tions in the base including the 
operations room and pilots room, 
ground facilities and bangers 
before ordering a scramble. 

The prince said he was very 
pleased to dedicate the fifth phase 
of the. project and described it as 
“one of the great accomplish- 
ments of King Khaled.” 


HERZLIA, Israel. June 25, 
(Agencies) — Egypt, Israel and 
the United States resumed discus- 
sions on Palestinian autonomy 
Monday with all sides steering a 
wide course round the formidable 
obstacles at the heart of the prob- 
lem. 

On this third meeting of the 
series, delegates were still without 
a set agenda for the negotiations 
to bring self-rule for Palestinians 
of the West Bank and Gaza. 

The opening session, according 
to informed sources, was confined 
to an exchange of ’ general ideas 
about what topics should be tack- 
led. Israel's delegation head. 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
traded views with Egypt's Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil. 

American chief delegate James 
Leonard made a brief opening 
statement affirming the impor- 
tance which his government attac- 
has to the negotiations. After this 
he preserved silence throughout 
the 90-minute closed session, the 
sources said. 

The only hunt sign of progress 
was Burg's opening statement 
reporting that the American role 
in the negotiations had been 
clarified. He did not elaborate. 

The Israelis have been at pains 
to limit the American role, fearing 
that United States views were 
uncomfortably close to those of 
Egypt- 

American and Egyptian leaders 
have shown no enthusiasm for 
Israel 1 s idea that autonomy should 
leave Palestinians with only mild 
local powers under continued 
Israeli domination. 

Sources close to the talks said it 
had been agreed that the U.S. 
would be a partner in the negotia- 
tions but not in any agreement 
that might emerge. 

Delegates met 
Accadia Hotel, f . . 
overlooking the McafterT&ncan 
16 kms north of Tel Aviv. The 
talks were scheduled to last until 
Tuesday. 

Notably absent from the Israeli 
team were the two members 
hitherto regarded as the most 
moderate-minded. Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman formally 
dropped out of the six-man deleg- 
ation Sunday after complaining 
that he though it was too " cum- 
bersome " for easy negotiations. 

A more compelling reason for 
Weizman's departure was 
believed to be his opposition to 
the hard line on autonomy being 
pushed by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

The other absentee was Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, in hospi- 
tal after an intestinal operation. 
Dayan also has shown some dis- 
comfort at the toughness of the 
Begin line but his opposition has 
been more muted than Weiz- 
man's.

Most important absence of all 
was once again that of the Palesti- 
nians who have rejected the whole 
autonomy concept as a trick to 
perpetuate Israel's 12-year-old 
military occupation of their land. 

In his opening statement Burg 
said he would proceed" hopefully 
but carefully. ” Khalil said Egypt 
was determined to honor its oblig- 
ations. 

Conference sources believe that 
any progress on tbe substance of 
the problem must await next 
month's meeting between Begin 
and President Anwar Sadat in 
Egypt. Some diplomatic sources 
doubted if much progress can be 
expected even then. 

Most officials expected that any 
real movement may have to await 
the moment when the United 
States moves in to present its own 
ideas on what shape autonomy 
should take. No such U.S. step is 
expected before late summer or 
early autumn. 

Meanwhile Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko said 
that tbe people of Palestine should 
have the right to create their own 
state. 

Gromyko told a Moscow press 
conference. that this remained one 
of the key points of the Soviet 
stand on the Middle East. 

“ The Arabs of Palestine must 
be given the possibility to create 
even a small, I repeat even a small, 
state, ’’ he declared. 

Gromyko, who was speaking on 
tbe outcome of the recent Vienna 
summit between President Carter 
and Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev, did not give details of the area 
he had in mind. 

He gave no indication of 
whether Soviet thinking might 
now be running in terms of a smal- 
ler Palestinian state than tbe Gaza 
Strip and the West Bank area 
whidi are frequently discussed. 

The Soviet foreign minister said 
Brezhnev had told Carter that 
there could be no question of 
Moscow supporting the “ anti- 
Arab treaty " between Israel and 
Egypt 

He added that in Vienna, “ the 
U.S. delegation attempted to 
prove that the Soviet Union would 
do better to back the separate deal 
and agree to the United Nations 
somehow/ or other being tied 
into it, in a sort of service role. ” 

" Certainly, the Soviet Union 
could not agree to such a view, ” 
Gromyko said. 

Brezhnev had told Carter 
" There could be no question of 
the Soviet Union supporting the 
anti-Arab treaty or any mechan- 
ism created to service the treaty, ” 
he added. 

Gromyko’s remarks appeared 
to confirm that the Soviet Union 
would not agree to the stationing 
of United Nations troops between 
Egyptian and Israeli forces in the 
Sinai desert

18 Syrians reported sentenced 
to death for role in massacre 


DAMASCUS, June 25 (Agen- 
cies) — Eighteen Syrians have 
been sentenced to death for their 
role in the massacre of about 50 
military cadets in the northern city 
of Aleppo, informed sources said 
Monday. 

The sources said the death sen-j 
tences were awaiting review by 
President Hafez Assad. 

The government says two per- 
sons responsible for the massacre 
were arrested and nine fled. A 
reward of S 25.000 has been 
offered for information about the 
fugitives. 

Syrian Interior Minister Adrian 
Dabagh announced a crackdown 
on the Muslim Brotherhood 

organization which be blamed for 


the massacre last Friday. 

Television programs in Syria 
were interrupted Sunday night by 
announcers appealing to the popu- 
lation to help in the search for the 
assassins. 

The sources said two persons 
were arrested after the Aleppo 
raid and 12 fled toward the Turk- 
ish border north of Aleppo. Their 
jeep was found abandoned near 
the border, these sources said. 

Tbe sources 'said that “about 
50” bodies from the massa cre 
were shipped to the Latakia area. 

They also said it was not certain * 
if the Muslim Brotherhood which 
has denied any involvement in the 
massacre, was responsible .They 
said a group calling itself the 


Youth of Muhammatf ’ may have 
been involved. 

The group has been responsible 
for "tens” of bombings and assas- 
sinations over the past year, these 
sources said. Its members have 
also rirculated leaflets in Damas- 
cus, Aleppo and Hama calling for 
the overthrow of Assad, sources 
said. 

These sources added the youth 
had assassinated government offi- 
cials and tossed hand grenades 
into trucks. 

Aside from the television 
broadcasts and gossip, there was 
no evidence of increased security 
in tbe capital. Sources famili a r 
with the business community said 
businessmen were only slightly 
worried about the problems. 


Kingdom against $20 
basic crude oil price 


GENEVA, June 25 ( Agencies) 
— Saudi Arabia expressed opposi- 
tion Monday to demands for a 
basic crude oil price of $ 20 per 
barrel. 

Delegates arriving for a crucial 
oil price conference say that 
nothing less than a boost to S 20 
will satisfy the majority of the 
leading ofi exporting countries. 

But a senior Saudi oil official 
told Reuters Monday that the sug- 
gested price increase was 
“ ridiculous.” 

“ We are not in a meat auc- 
tion, ” said Dr. Abdul Aziz Al- 
Turki. undersecretary of the Saudi 
Oil Ministry. 

In chaotic markets since Iran's 
revolution brought about a world 
o3 shortage, the average price of 
oil has risen to almost $ 20 a bar- 
rel. 

Saudi Arabia alone is still sel- 
ling oil for S 14-55 a barrel, the 
official price for standard crude 
posted last April by OPEC. 

Delegates say that if the semi- 
annual OPEC meeting starting 
Tuesday fails to agree on $ 20 as a 
common price, ' chaotic market 
conditions will continue. 

But the Saudi oft minister. 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yaroani, is 
unlikely to agree to a price higher 
than $ 17 or $ 18, according to 
sources close to the Saudi delega- 
tion. 

Oft prices and supplies will be 
the main topic when President 
Carter and the leaders of six other 
major industrial democracies 
meet in Tokyo Thursday and Fri- 
day. 

Turlri said that Saudi Arabia 
wished to reunify OPEC prfof-i, 
but at a moderate level. 

He would not comment on the 
figure of $ 18 JO a barrel — discus- 
sed among delegates as a possible 
compromise. 

A senior Iranian delegate repe- 
ated Monday that $ 20 was the 
lowest price his -country would 
agree to. 

Algerian delegate Noureddine 
Laousstne said his country was 
likely to acoept $ 18.50. 

The oft minister of the United 
Arab Emirates, Mana Said Al- 
Oteiba, who is the current presi- 
dent of OPEC has said he will be 
proposing the $ 20 price when the 
ministers meet Tuesday. 

But he told reporters Monday 
that “ I'm not very keen on tbe 
figure itself.’’ 

Kuwaiti Oil Minister Ali 
KhaHfa Al-Sabab said the market 
had raised prices to the level 


desired by the majority of OPEC 
members and no one could push 
them down again. 

At a special session here in 
March, OPEC raised its official 
price by nine per cent from April 
1 . 

Saudi Arabia has been trying to 
conserve its oil by imposing a pro- 
duction ceiling of 8.5 million bar- 
rels a day. But ft pumped out an 
extra million barrels a day in the 
first three months of this year to 
compensate for reduced produc- 
tion by Iran. 

Sheikh Yamani said recently 
that Saudi Arabia was considering 
another production increase. 

Oil industry sources said that 
while shortages were continuing 
— they were put earlier this month 
at about 1 J5 million barrels a day 
— there were signs that supply and 
demand might be moving into bal- 
ance. 

In such conditions, an increase 
in Saudi production would have a 
serious impact on the market, the 
sources said. 

When OPEC ministers met in 


Doha in December 1976, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab Emi- 
rates decided against following the 
OPEC majority. They raised their 
prices by five per cent while the 
others posted 10 per cent rises. 
The split lasted six months. 

Meanwhile, OPECs deputy 
secretary general said oil produc- 
ing countries are not profiting 
from the high prices now being 
charged on the open market. 

Dr. Fadel Chalabi of Iraq told a 
world oft forum in Montreux, 
Switzerland, that OPEC countries 
could only use oil revenues for 
economic and social development 
if they regained control over 
prices. 

Chalabi said oft producers were 
not making profit out of the pres- 
ent "exorbitant” prices on the 
open market, which were neither 
in the producers' interest por the 
result of their policies. 

Open market or "spot” prices 
for oft have recently reached $ 40 a 
barrel, compared with the official 
price of $ 14.55. 


Sen . Church advocates 
tough line with Kingdom 

WASHINGTON, June 25 (Agencies) — A leading American 
senator has said that dealing “more aggressively” with Saudi Arabia 
would not hurt U.S. interests, as the American defense chief said the 
U.S. could become involved in a conflict in the Middle East. 

In a television interview Senator Frank Church, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, said: "1 think that Saudi 
Arabia would respect us more if we stood up and asserted our 
national interests.” 

Church added that Saudi Arabia ‘"has not been a moderating 
influent?, the United States had expected it to be.” in holding 
do ati j’J prices by the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. 

He also proposed that the U.S. should review its decision to sell 
F-15 fighters to Saudi Arabia if the Kingdom does not exert its 
influence to hold OPEC prices down. 

In another interview cm ABC-TVs "Issues and Answer^’, U.S. 
Defense Secretary HaroldBrown said Sunday that the Middle East is 
an unstable area and the U.S. could become involved in a conflict 
there. 

The defense chief said the reliance of the Western industrialized 
countries on oft imports has created "a serious potential security 
problem.” 

He said the situation has grown worse "because we do depend, and 
the alliance (NATO) depends, on oil from the Middle East. That, 
therefore, becomes a vital area to us. Because it’s not a stable area, 
we oonJd be drawn into conflicts there.” 

Brown's comments were made after the Carter administration 
announced last week that it was considering an increased military 
capability in the Gulf region. 

Brown said 11,000 troops — including air, sea and ground forces 
— are available for use anywhere "... and they are structured to move 
quickly and fight quickly in a number of regions outside pf Europe." 

The unit has "several divisions that are combat ready,” he said, 
noting that it was not devised "solely” for possible use in the Middle 
East. 


U.S., Japan said opposed 
to EEC oil freeze proposal 


TOKYO, June 25 (Agencies) 
— The United States and Japan 
want to check their oil imports but 
think tbe freeze proposed by 
Western European states would 
be too drastic and dangerous for 
tbeir economies, diplomatic 
sources said Monday. 

The leaders of seven major 
industrial democracies who will 
meet here Thursday and Friday 
remain divided over what to do 
about the world oil shortage, and 
conclusive answers to the energy 
problem are likely to elude them, 
the diplomats said. 

As the representatives of tbe oft 
exporting countries debate 
another price increase in Geneva, 
the heads of government that con- 
sume 70 per cent of the world’s oil 
supply trill hold two days of pri- 
vate talks in Tokyo’s orante 
Akasaka Palace and seek a way 
out of oil price bikes and shor- 
tages. 

The industrial powers plan to 
cut back demand, and government 
leaders from France, West Ger- 
many, Britain and Italy have a 
mandate from the European 
Common Market, whidi agreed to 
limit oil importd to the 1978 level. 

But as FreochTresident Valery 
Giscard (fEstaing has pointed ont, 
this solution depends on persuad- 
ing the U.S. and Japan, the world* s 
two biggest oil importers, to fol- 
low suit. 

Officials traveling with Presi- 
dent Carter, who arrived here 
Sunday for a three-day, pre- 
summit state visit, say he favors a 
less drastic approach, cutting back 
but not freezing imports at 1978 
levels. 


Carter was reported to be put- 
ting tbe finishing touches to his 
own proposal for reducing oil 
imports. Officials said it would not 
be revealed until he met the other 
leaders at the summit 
The U.S. would like Britain to 


cover any major shortages m 
Europe with its North Sea 
reserves, thereby easing the pres- 
sure on Middle Eastern markets 
for the United States and Japan. 

Although Japan and the United 
States differ on specifics, they 
agree that the limits proposed by 
the Europeans would cause too 
great a deflationary effect on tbeir 
economies. 

Japan which imports virtually 
all its oil, is adamant that the 
summit should avoid setting up a 
consumer nation forum that 
would even hint that the industrial 
world was ganging up on OPEC, 
government sources said. 

Japanese officials said they 
want the United States to improve 


relations with Saudi Arabia — the 
key OPEC state — that turned 
soar after tbe Egypt-Israeli peace 
treaty. 

Earlier Saturday President Gis- 
card said in an interview the main 
goal of the Tokyo summit will be 
to set precise guidelines for the 
stabilization and reduction o f oil 
imports. 

The French leader told “News- 
week” magazine this was essential 
for the future of tbe industrialized 
nations’ economies. 

"For tbe cohesion of the West 
there must be a systematic effort 
to conserve energy or, more pre- 
cisely, to conserve imported pet- 
roleum on the part of the United 
States,” he said. 

Discussing possible economic 
repercussions of the present 
global oft squeeze, Giscard said: 
"We run the risk of having infla- 
tion rates higher than those that 
had been foreseen and growth 
rates lower than we expected.* 1

SIDON, S. Lebanon, June 25 
(AP) — Israeli border gunners 
pounded Palestinian camps in five 
southern Lebanese villages Mon- 
day. One girl was killed and five 
persons were wounded, Lebanese 
authorities at this provincial capi- 
tal of the south reported. 

The daybreak shelling of 
Nabatiyeb, Hasbaya, Aichiyeh, 
Amoun and Yuhxnor was still 
underway at midmorning, 
authorities reported. 

Nabatiyeh, 12 miles north of the 
Israeli frontier, is the biggest town 
the commandos bold in the south. 
Aichiyeh is two miles to the north 
and Amoun is a hilltop village half 
a mile to the east. 

Aroun houses the Crusade re- 
built Beaufort Castle, where 
commandos and the leftist Leban- 
ese allies frequently fire against 
northern Israeli settlements. 

Monday’s border bombard- 
ment was reported after the Israeli 
military command said several 
artillery shells fired from southern 
Lebanon fell on Israer s northern 
Galilee area early Monday. 

There were no casualties or 
damage as a result of the cross- 
border salvos. Israeli gunners 
returned fire as residents of north- 
ern settlements went to under- 
ground bomb shelters, the Tel 
Aviv command said. 

Authorities in Sidon said the 
casualties occurred in the town of 
Hasbaya, eight miles east of 
Nabatiyeh and 10 miles north of 
Israel in the foothills of Mount 
Hermon. 

Authorities said ambulances 
were trying to reach Nabatiyeh 
and the neighboring stricken vil- 
lages to evacuate casualties to 
Sidon hospitals. 

As border exchanges flared, 
warplanes made several passes 
over Sidon and authorities said 
Lebanese leftists- fired at the jets. 


Authorities were informed the 
planes were Syrian. Urgent con- 
tacts were made with militia com- 
manders to hold their fire. 

Authorities said this was the 
first time that Syrian MiG-21 jets 
ventured so close south to the 
traditional area of Israeli opera- 
tions against commandos. 

The Syrian air force made fre- 
quent “protective patrol flights'* 
over Beirut and northern Leban- 
ese cities during previous rounds 
of a terror war between Israel and 
commandos thic year. 

Syrian and Israeli warplanes 
made no contact over Lebanon or 
elsewhere since the 1973 Middle 
East war, however.

month-old civil war armistice 
between Lebanon's right-wing 
forces and an alliance of leftist 
Muslims and Palestinians. 

Lebanon's Beirut state radio 
said Israeli jets also made low- 
flying swoops over southern 
Lebanese towns during the border 
artillery exchanges.

NAIROBI, June 25 (AP) 

The five-day-old cabinet of 
Ugandan President Godfrey 
Binaisa reported fresh anti- 
government violence in and 
around Kampala Monday. 

A mob attacked a police station 
and there was an assault on 
Defense Minister Yoweri Muse- 
veni. 

Internal Affairs Minister Paul 
Muwanga blamed an under- 
ground movement he said was 
opposed to the establishment of 
democracy. In a broadcast by 
Uganda Government Radio, mon- 
itored in Nairobi, be appealed to 
Ugandans to heed a ban on 
de mensurations. 

Residents of Kampala said 
there appeared to be wide support 
for a general strike called by sup- 
porters of Yusufii Lule, whom 
Binaisa replaced as president on 
Wednesday. They said shops were 
closed, few people were at work 
and streets were deserted. 

The radio said the attack on 
Museveni took place on the road 
between Mpigi, 30 kilometers 
southwest of Kampala, and 
Nazete, a suburb of the capital. It 
said a crowd attacked the police 
station and a house at Mpigi. 

Police were reported sent to the 
scene but no further details were 
immediately available. 

Disturbances resumed Saturday 
night, after a two-day interval. 
Demonstrators over the weekend 
told Ugandans to stay away from 
work Monday. 

Larger groups gathered Sunday 
night and, crowds blocked roads 
on Monday morning and stoned 
people taking food to market. 

The radio identified a leader of 
the demonstrations as Lameka 
Ntambi, a pro- Lule businessman 
belonging to Lule's Baganda 
Tribe. It said violence was con- 
tinuing although Ntambi has been 
in police custody for three days 
and has signed a statement assert- 
ing that he would not cause further 


trouble. 

Three people were killed and 
about 50 injured last week when 
Lule’s tribal supporters took to 
the streets to protest his remov- 
al by the National Consultative 
Council, the policy arm of the rul- 
ing Uganda National Liberation 
Front. The council complained 
that Lule had failed to obtain 
approval for two rounds of cabinet 
appointments this month, and was 
seeking dictatorial powers. 

Ugandan exiles, split among 
more than 20 factions ranging 
from Bagandan monarchists to 
near-communists, joined forces to 
expel dictator Idi Amin. 

Tanzanian troops, after Amin 
invaded Tanzania in October, did 
most of the fighting and stayed on 
as Uganda's main security force. 

Up to 20,000 people, mostly 
Baganda, marched in Kampala on 
Thursday, calling for the reins- 
tatement of Lule, 67. a former 
teacher, and the removal of 
Binaisa, 59, a lawyer. Bin aisa later 
denied accusations that he secretly 
favors the return to Uganda of 
exiled former President Milton 
Obote, a socialist who abolished 
the Baganda's regional monarchy 
in 1966, four years after indepen- 
dence from Britain. 

Although he has been away for 
eight years during Amin's rule. 
Obote is generally believed to be 
Uganda’s most powerful politi- 
cian. 

Binaisa, like Lule, is a Baganda, 
He served for a time as Obote’ s 
attorney general. 

On Sunday, Defense Minister 
Museveni accused elements of the 
former Lule government of con- 
tinuing to stir unrest. In a radio 
broadcast. Museveni said village 
militia would be established in an 
attempt to control the situation. 

Government sources have pri- 
vately contended that at least 
three former cabinet members 
under Lule are involved in the 
unrest.

Gromyko threatens end to talks 
if Senate makes SALT changes 


MOSCOW, June 25 ( Agencies) 
— Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko said Monday “It would 
be end on negotiations — end," if 
the U.S. Senate refuses to ratify 
the SALT II. 

The statement, at a news con- 
ference, was the first one by the 
Soviets that they would not return 
to the negotiations if the treaty is 
not ratified. 

“I tell you frankly it is imposs- 
ible to resume negotiations,” he 
said, his voice rising. “It would be 
end of negotiations — end. 

“No matter what amendments 
would be made, it would be 
impossible to open negotiations. 
Fantastic situation .” 

Addressing one issue that espe- 
cially troubles the Senate as it pre- 
pares to debate the treaty, 
Gromyko said it is adequately ver- 
ifiable, and that in any case the 
Soviet Union will not violate its 
terms.

Asteroid may have moon 

Old theories about moc ns challenged 


ATLANTA, Georgia. June 25 
(AP) — Scientists used to think 
that only planets had moons. Now 
an astronomer at Fern bank Sci- 
ence Center says he has spotted an 
apparent moon traveling with the 
asteroid Melpomene. 

Richard Williamon said he is 
not sure of the implications of his 
discovery but he is “reasonably 
certain that this will somewhat 
modify the details of our idea of 
solar system formation." 

Williamon, chairman of Fern- 
bank’s physical science depart- 
ment, said only one other asteroid, 
Herculina, is believed to have a 
moon. That sighting was made 
several months ago at Lowell 
Observatory in Flagstaff, Arizona, 


but is not as clear as Williamon' s. 

Williamon wrote in a recently 
released memorandum to the 
Fern bank staff that his sighting 
“will probably be considered the 
first verified satellite of an 
asteroid." 

Scientists predicted last year 
that Dec. 11, the asteroid Mel- 
pomene was to pass in front of a 
bright star. Although there was 
some uncertainty about the path it 
would take in relation to earth, 
Williamon decided to track it 
anyway. 

“I recorded something blocking 
off the light of the star and I 
thought I very probably had 
observed the asteroid on a path 
more southern than (originally) 
expected," he said. 


Later, Williamon found out 
from scientists in the Washington, 
D.C.. area that they had con- 
firmed the passing of the asteroid, 
and because of its size could not 
have been tracked in Georgia. 

“What I saw, I assume, was 
moving with the asteroid. The 
only explanation that still remains 
was that it was a moon," he said. 

He used a Weyainch reflective 
telescope, the largest in the 
Southeast. 

Before the move can be con- 
firmed, it must be sighted another 
time. 

“Unfortunately with an object 
with this distance, it probably will 
be several years before it will pass 
before a bright star again," he 
said.

WASHINGTON, June 25 ( AP) 
— US. Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation officials suspected that 
one of their New York agents was 
spying for the Soviet Union in the 
late 1960s. 

“By the time 1 left the FBI in 
1971. the Russians still had a man 
in our office and we still never 
knew who he was," wrote William 
Sullivan in a book to be published 
in September entitled “The 
Bureau: My 30 Years in Hoover’s 
FBL” 

Another former intelligence 
official confirmed Sullivan’s 
account and said the bureau was 
never able to determine whether 
there was a traitor in the ranks. 

“There was concern for a period 
of time about the Soviets having 
somebody in the New York 
office," said this source, who 
requested anonymity. “An exten- 
sive investigation was made — it 
was very hush-hush — but to my 
knowledge, a determination was 
never made." 

Another former FBI official 
said Sullivan “was always con- 
vinced that we were penetrated, 
but h's hard to tell whether we 
were or not." 

The FBI declined comment 
“until we have a chance to review 
the book." 

Sullivan was the bureau’s 
third- ranking o fficial when he was 
forced to retire in 1971 after a 
long and better feud with then- 
director J. Edgar Hoover. Previ- 
ously, be had been director in 
charge of intelligence operations 


for 10 years. 

Sullivan was killed in 1977 in a 
hunting accident near his New 
Hampshire home. He had com- 
piled much of the book before his 
death and his collaborator. New 
York writer and television pro- 
ducer Bill Brown, completed the 
manscript. 

Discussing espionage opera- 
tions, Sullivan recalled that he 
ooce instructed a New York agent 
“ostensibly to defect to the bead 
of Russian intelligence, a man who 
worked out of their United 
Nations mission.. .He finally per- 
suaded the Russians that he was 
the genuine article: an FBI man 
who wanted money in return for 
secrets." 

For about two years, Sullivan 
said, the FBI agent fed the Soviets 
.erroneous-: information and con- 


vinced them it wss authentic. 
“The Soviet Union spent millions 
of dollars on fruitless experiments 
trying to duplicate sophisticated 
military equipment that didn’t 
work. We knew it didn't work 
beca use we had directed scientists 
to develop information that was 
wrong." 

“They bit, hook, line and 
sinker,” remarked the source, 
who was familiar with the opera- 
tion. 

The FBI man eventually let his 
real name slip out during a 1 ajn. con- 
versation with his Russian contact 
in a New York park. “The next 
day the whole operation was 
dead," Sullivan wrote. 

Sullivan said it was clear that the 
Russians discovered the agent was 
assigned to the espionage squad 
and that he bad duped them. 


China paper blames Mao 
for backing Gang of Four 


PEKING, June 25, (R) — An 
article in the “People’s Daily" has 
implicitly criticized the late Chin- 
ese leader, Mao Tse-tung for 
promoting the so-called “gang of 
four" purged after his death in 
1976. 

The radicals, with Mao’s wife 
Jiang Qumg (Chiang Ching) as 
their figurehead, achieved power 
during and after the 1960s Cul- 
tural Revolution when China was 
controlled by Mao. 


“It was not the choice of the 
Chinese people for this handful of 
people to come to power,” the 
article said. “The* Chinese people 
saw them being promoted step by 
step but could not stop them." 

“If there had been normal 
democratic life, bow could this 
handful of careerists, hooligans 
and downs climb so high?" it said. 

The article described the Cul- 
tural Revolution, ~ initiated by 
Mao, as a 10-year disaster.

WASHINGTON — 

Prices on the oil “spot" market have dropped steadily since the 
first of June, despite widespread expectations that OPEC will raise its 
rates again this week. 

The significance of the break in the spot market — the first 
sustained price drops since February — was subject to differing 
interpretations by U.S. government and private experts. 

Some said the decline could be the result of” buyer resistance 
others said it might be due to a “temporary surplus,'' still others said 
supply and demand in the international market might be moving 
slowly toward equilibrium. 

Spot prices, set in Rotterdam, are for cargoes of crude or oil 
products sold on a one-time basis, rather than under a long-term 
contract, and rise and fall depending on market conditions. 

Since Iran shut off its oil exports during January and February, 
spot prices have climbed far above the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries' official prices. This has alarmed the consuming 
countries because low spot prices are a principal deterrent to further 
OPEC increases. 

Gasoline prices peaked on the spot market at $52. 17 a 42-gallon 
Barrel June 1 , and have continued to drop, to about$43 .25 last week. 
Heating oil prices have likewise fallen from $51.34 at the first of the 
month to about $45.80. 

In recent years, spot prices have tended to rise, not fall, before 
the quarterly OPEC meeting, such as the one Tuesday in Geneva, at 
which official price boosts have been anticipated. What is also odd, in 
the view of some analysts, is that even though spot market prices have 
declined, the spot market volume is continuing to run at about 8 per 
cent of the free world's oil, more than twice the level before the 
Iranian squeeze. 

And, in fact, U.S. oil imports — always a major ingredient in 
prices — have increased over the last three weeks. 

Walter Levy, an international petroleum consultant based in 
New York, said he was “hesitant to draw conclusions” adding that 
prices could be dropping because "there could be a temporary surp- 
lus or buyer resistance.” 

John Buckley, vice president of Northeast Petroleum, said some 
oil brokers have had difficulty finding U.S. Gulf coast buyers for 
high-priced cargoes of crude oil and products purchased abroad. 
Buckley also expressed some surprise that the European price for 
crude oil. which had peaked at nearly $37 a barrel in recent weeks 
had dropped to about $32.75 last week. 

Elsewhere there were stories in some oil circles of traders and 
some ofl companies losing millions of dollars on cargoes they simply 
could not find buyers for. 

Standard Oil Co. of Indiana chief economist Ted Eck said cur- 
rent market conditions might mean the end of $35 a barrel crude oil 
for awhile. “ I wouldn't be surprised to see some lower prices." As for 
reasons for the drop, Eck said," a lot of people could be waiting to see 
if the Saudis increase oil production by one million barrels a day.” 

Still another factor, Eck said, is that “a lot of economies around 
the world are starting to slow down, which lowers demand.” 

One senior Energy Department official expressed perplexity 
over the falling trend in spot prices. “One possibility very clearly is 
that there could be enough supplies building up in the pipeline, still 
another possibility is that we are seeing a lot of new price resistance 
from buyers,” he said. (WP) 

Oil scapegoats

NEW YORK — 

Frustration over U.S. gasoline shortages has almost everyone look- 
ing around for a culprit. Now that the made-in-Califomia gas-line 
panic has spread across the nation the frustration has become even 
more acute. 

It is hard to find a single source to blame. The current shortages are 
the result of a spiderweb of actions, inactions and second-guessing. 

Politicians, always anxious not to get caught with any blame for 
anything that goes wrong, single out rhe oil companies. 

And, many a consumer suspects that the big oil companies have 
plenty of gasoline stashed away just waiting for higher prices. There 
is some truth to the suspicion, though probably not to the presumed 
motive. The oil companies have been stocking up on crude oil, but 
the likely reason is that they were trying to second-guess the federal 
government. 

Second-guessing, in fact, is the main culprit. The federal govern- 
ment, well-intentioned but inefficient as it so often is, is the main 
cause of the second-guessing. 

First, by allocating fuel geographically and fuel prices politically, 
the bureaucrats of the U.S. Department of Energy are constantly 
having to second-guess the market. 

In recent months, for example, they have been pressuring the oil 
companies to produce more heating oil so as not to be caught short in 
New England next winter. It would be politically embarrassing, after 
all, for the president to find himself campaigning in New Hampshire 
in the midst of a heating fuel crisis. The oil companies, fearing 
retribution, have given in to the pressure. Since a barrel of oil can be 
made into gasoline or heating oil but not both, -this has shortened 
supplies at the gas pumps. 

Hindsight taught the oil companies that they had better hedge their 
best against future crude oil stocks. This, too, cuts into current 
gasoline production. 

The battle over decontrol of gasoline prices and imposition of a 
so-called windfall profits tax amounts to a political minuet between 
the White House and Congress. Instead of looking for scapegoats 
they should be encouraging the producers to look for oil. 

But, while the battle goes on (and Americans are waiting in long 
lines for gasoline) take heart from the odd-even marketing system. In 
California in 1974, my last year as governor, we devised the system 
during the Arab oiLembargo. Each country had the option of putting 
it into effect. The most populous ones did. 

It took a while for everyone to get used to it, but once they did it 
worked well. It took the panic factor out of gasoline buying. Less than 
six weeks later, the last county had petitioned the state to lift the 
system. The immediate problem was solved, just as it has been this 
time in California by reinstitution of the odd-even system. The long 
tines that suddenly appeared melted within a week or two. 

Odd-even won't solve the long-range problem, but it at least 
insures you can buy enough gas to get to work and the

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New strains on Egyptian economy

CAIRO — 

President .Anwar Sadat frequently refers to the October 1973 
military and economic victory' but penalties imposed by the Arab 
world for Sadat's separate peace treaty with Israel will eat into 
Egypt* s benefits. 

The war, or at least subsequent negotiations, gave Egypt back 
two major sources of revenue closed to it since its disastrous defeat by 
Israel in the 1 967 war — the Suez Canal and oil fields in the Sinai 
Desen. 

It gave a big boost to foreign tourism and the export of Egyptian 
labor, both sources of hard currency, and it left Sadat free to create a 
more favorable climate for foreign investment. 

But the separate treaty has provoked a total diplomatic, political 
and economic boycott of Egypt by most of the Arab world and this 
could prove costly not only in visible terms such as the cut off in aid 
but in invisible terms such as a lack of further Arab investment in 
Egypt. 

Apart from the loss in aid and investment, it will probably have 
an adverse effect on summer tourism and may deter potential West- 
ern investors from setting up joint ventures in Egypt. 

It will take a year to tell bow serious these factors are. 

But it is questionable whether foreign tour operators will be able 
to take up the slack already being left by the non-arrival of Gulf 
Arabs this Sommer. 

Although Egypt is far less humid than the Gulf in summer, it is 
extremely hot — 40 centigrade ( 200 Fahrenheit) and over — for 
European and American tourists. 

Again this country of 41 million, with its cheap labor force, 
would appear the ideal base for joint ventures producing goods for 
sale not only in Egypt but to the rest of the Arab world 

But with other Arab markets closed by the boycott such projects 
could appear less attractive, and if the cash backing such Western 
projects is Arab money it may not be forthcoming. 

The boycott will not harm existing trade — Egypt' s trade with 
the Arab world is a mere six per cent. 

The export of Egyptian labor to the .Arab world, which has 
become a major source of foreign currency, is also not expected to be 
affected because it is vital to much of the Gulf. 

The remittances total more than S 1.5 billion a year and this 
figure is further swelled by the hard currency these workers bring 
home to spend during their holidays. 

However a question mark hangs over other Arab sources of 
revenues such as die 2 5 or so Arab banks and other financial institu- 
tions in Cairo. Some of these maj close their doors. 

.Also at risk is .Arab investment in Egypt. .Although existing 
projects will probably be completed, the possibility of new Arab 
projects being launched is slim. 

Furthermore Arab aid to Egypt which reached a peak in 1977 of 
S 1.6 billion was only an estimated S 300 million last year following 
Egypt's peace overtures to Israel, and clearly even this sum will not 
be made available this year. 

Additional U.S. aid of S 300 million over the next three years, 
over the existing one billion it is already giving, will go only a small 
way to filling these gaps. 

Saudi Arabia and the Gulf stares will no longer be picking up 
Egypt's arms bills. Saudi Arabia. Qatar and the United Arab Emi- 
rates ( UAE) who with Egypt set up the .Arab Industries Organization 
( AIO ) have already announced they are winding up the organization 

Its aim was to create a modern Arab arms industry and provide 
Egypt with its arras needs, eventually covering the full range from 
jeep to jet-fighter. 

Again U.S. military aid in the wake of the peace treaty totaIling$ 
1.5 billion will go only part of the way to making up the shortfall. 

Egypt has so far not had to meet the challenge of Arab 
depositors demanding to withdraw their money. Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait, the principal members of the Gulf Organization for the 
Development of Egypt ( GODE) have about $ 2 billion on demand 
deposit with the Egyptian central bank. 

There are also other, smaller Arab depositors. 

Sadat has often talked of launching a “ Carter plan” under which 
the United States. Western Europe and Japan would put up $ 15 
billion in aid over a five-year period but the plan has produced no 
visible response so far. One of the basic goals of the plan would be to 
improve Egypt’s hopelessly inefficient infrastructure. 

Sadat firet mooted the plan when already under attack for his 
peace overtures with Israel and apparently for this reason did not 
suggest Arab states join in. He merely said they were welcome if they 
wanted to . 


Egypt was already having trouble obtaining a clean bill Of health - 
from the International Monetary fund (IM F) ev en before these fresh

This expectation means the government cannot poKticaSy-.'i 
afford to take too many drastic measures at the same time.Whenit 
abolished subsidies on basic items including flour in January 1977.?

The government has since slowly reduced subsidies on less sens *- ; 
tive items such as coffee and transportation. It is also planning to ■!

At present there are more people registered for ration cards, 
than Egypt’s population of 41 million because many fanrihes fceep : 
the books of dead relatives of register twice. The government, apartf 
from abolishing this abuse, wants the benefits to be limited to the' 
rural and urban poor. 

Egypt’s Family Planning Organization has been less than foe- . 
cessful, the population continues to grow by about one million a yean 
The open door (infitah) policy designed chiefly to encourage the 
creation of joint ventures has not produced the desired effect so far.. 

Banks and oil companies have set up various joint ventures in 
their fields but there have been comparatively few such ventures in 
the manufacturing sector. 

So far the “infitah” has in the mam created a class of rich 
businessmen importing consumer goods from the West, absent from 
Egyptian shops for almost a decade, thus further fuelling inflation. 

Although average per capita income for 1 979 is estimated at 250 
Egyptian pounds ($ 262), remittances from workers abroad and the 
doubling of salaries in the private sector over the past two years have 
provided the disposable income for such spending. But this spending 
does not represent any increase in productivity. 

For the first time in 31 years Egypt will not be formally at war 
with Israel but it is unlikely to be able to make many savings on ita 
military spending of around® 1.5 billion a year. 

It is generally believed most of this goes into the cost of running 
the armed forces and any cutback on the size of the military is fikely 
to be slow, to avoid creating serious uroemptoymenL 

Massive overemployment in the public sector, a relic of the 
Nasser era, gives the government liWeleeway to find employment hr - 
any great numbers for soldiers it demobilizes. 

On the positive side the recovered oilfields have already pro-' 
duced some $ 700 million in hard currency in 1978. 

The return of further Israeli-held fields over the next few . 
months, expanding production at existing sites and new installations 
are expected to push this total over the $ 1 billion mark this yeaf. . 

The Suez Canal produced some $ 500 million in foreign 
exchange last year and as the various stages of widening and deepen- i . 
ing the waterway advance these earnings will increase. 

Foreign tourism netted about® 450 million last year and again 
this amount will jump once further hotels, already under construe- . 
rion, are completed. 

Finally Egypt’s traditional foreign currency earner, cotton, had 
an excellent 1 978-79 season. Higher world prices anda bumper crop, ' 
Egypfs largest export crop in 10 years are estimated to have netted a. 
total of some $ 500 million in hard currency. 

But other exports including vegetables and manufactured itaijs ■ ■ 
declined for a variety of reasons. . J. X ' • : 

These include increased domestic consumption, mainly ' as a - 
result of the continuing population explosion, foe. stagnation/ of 
arable land, and the continued drift from villages go towns and the 
low quality of industrial products.— (R) 1 - - ■.

“ For this reason the other Asian 
countries have decided to put an 
end to the facilities they provide 
the refugees as the proper ans*;- 
wer to Vietnam's evil practices.” 

Commenting on the reported 
Rumanian mediation between 
the United States and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
“Okaz’said, “this nay be a step in 
the direction of American under- 
standing of the tree dimensions of 
the Arab- Israeli conflict. But this 
cannot be achieved unless the 
United States is persuaded to see 
the justice of the Palestinian cause 
and begms to act in practical ways. ' 

“The United States is in a strong 
position to influence the course of 
events in the region and can bring 
real pressure on the Israelis to 
understand that the world con- 
demns colonialism and that Israel 
must abide by United Nations 


resolutions. 

“If the U.S. is serious about a 
solution it should rephrase Resol- 
ution 242 which deals with the 
Palestinians only as refugees." We 
are confident that other U.N. 
members will not oppose such a 
move since they have already rec- 
ognized Palestinian rights and 
supported the creation of Palesti- 
nian state. Furthermore, changing 
the resolution will lend legitimacy 
to the question of Palestinian 
statehood and compel Israel to 
changE'its attitude and adopt a 
more realistic one.” 

In another commentary, 
“Okaz” said that the visit of the 
German foreign minister does not 
aim at learning first hand the latest 
Middle East developments as 
much as it seeks to put forward 
German proposals for a solution 
in the region. 

“It is also encouraging to learn 
that some German political par- 
ties are seeking contacts with the 
PLO with a view to sounding it out 


on their views regarding any initia- 
tive that may be made to activate 
the peace process which has been 
Stagnant since the Camp David 
agreement. 

“We believe that the German 
minister’ s visit is an earnest 
attempt to prepare the way for a 
European initiative that is bound 
to upset the calculations made by 
the Egyptian-Israeli agreement. 

“If the Europeans have taken 
long to move, it was to make sure 
that other Arab parties will go 
along with them in order to ensure 
a reasonable chance of success for 
their initiative.” 

“On the eve of the second 
round of talks on self-rule for the 
occupied territories, Israel goes 
into action destroying more vil- 
lages and killing more people in 
southern Lebanon, “Al-Nadwa” 
said. 

“There is no longer any need to 
claim that Israeli raids were a 
mere reprisal for the Palestinian 
action in Tel Aviv. The aim is the 


occupation and annexation of 
south Lebanon and the physical 
liquidation of the Palestinians. 

“The underlying significance of 
these operations is that they are 
closely related to the capitulation- 
ist agreement signed by Egypt and 
a continuation of the evil design 
which we are sure will collapse as 
the Palestinians continue to hit 
back.” 

“Al-Medina” said that a holy 
war" is the best way to liberate the 
holy city of JersaJem from Israeli 
occupation and it is the duty of 
Muslim leaders to develop this 
feeling in every Muslim heart. 

“It is only natural that the issue 
of Jerusalem should form the cor- 
nerstone of Saudi diplomatic 
activity which made the issue of 
the city fundamental to any 
attempt to solve the Middle East 
question. 

“As to tbt. way to liberate it. 
Saudi Arabia has already made it 
clear that Jihad (holy war) will!

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Visitors marvel at the Rubens masterpiece

RIYADH — There are now 
only six days left to see Prince 
MishaaTs remarkable SR100 mil- 
lion an exhibition. And its star 
attraction, Rubens' painting of 
“The Wild Boar Hunt/’ is stfll 
available for purchase at SR8.2S 
million. 

More than 3,000 visitors to the 
exhibition have marvelled at the 
masterpiece since the exhibition 
opened on June 2. But if no buyer 
is found it will have to go back to 
France and its home in a bank 
vault at Lambert — close to the 
workshop where Peter Paul 
Rubens painted the work some 
350 years agq. 

It is owned by the Gallery 
Charpeno'er in Paris. 

Altogether there are 1 04 paint- 
ings by 75 famous artists, as well as 
500 precious objet cT art from the 
Orient. The items on show date 
from the 15th-century to the pres- 
ent day and must rate as the finest 
collection of rare and beautiful 
objects ever gathered under one 
roof in the Kingdom. At least 24 
of the paintings and many of the 
objets cF art have already been 
sold, and the organizers are 
expecting a deluge of last-minute 
offers on the final day — Monday.

The exhibition, at the Palmslnn 
hotel was planned by Prince Mis- 
ti aal ibn Muhammad ibn Sand, the 
international traveller and art 
connoisseur.

He found nine sue* tremors 
extending back more than 1,400 
years. Their dates, along with their 
margins for error and some salient 
aspects of each, are as follows: 

* 1857. Historically well- 
documented by people then living 
in southern California, this earth- 
quake had a magnitude reckoned 
to be about 8 '/- on the Richter 
scale. It broke an approximately 
225- mile stretch of the fault from 
around Parkfield, in central 
California, to San Bernardino, 
east of Los Angeles. 

* 1 745, plus 24 or minus 55 
years (1769 to 1690). Although 
probably as big as the 1857 event, 
it is believed to have broken the 
San Andreas along a slightly dif- 
ferent segment than the 1857 
shock — toward the southeast, 
from roughly Palmdale about 65 
miles north of Los Angeles, to 
perhaps San Bernardino or even 
as far as the Salton Sea. 

* 1470, plus or minus 40 
years 13510 to 1430). Another big 
shock, this one appears to be 
almost a carbon copy of the 1857 
tremor. 

* 1245, plus or minus 45 
years (1290 to 1200). This too, 
appears to be almost identical to 
that of 1857. 

* 1190, plus or minus 45 
years (1235 to 1145). Although 
big, this earthquake seems to be 
more like the 1 745 event than the 
1857 shock, breaking more 
toward San Bernardino and 
southeast. 

* 965, plus or minus 50 years 
(! 115 to 915). Similar to 1857, 

* 860, plus or minus 35 years 
(895 to 825). A 1745-type event 

* 665, plus or minus 80 years 
(745 to 585). Another 1857 
shock. 

* 545, plus or minus 45 years 
(590 to 500). It was of the 1745 
variety. 

Several things are apparent 
from this list. One is that large ear- 
thquakes on the southern half of 
the San Andreas fault may break 
different segments of the fault at 
different times. 

Secondly, .although the recurr- 
ence interval between these past 
tremors turns out to be approxi- 
mately 1 65 years on the average, it 
is obvious that nature cares little 
for statistical orderliness. One 
tremor came about 55 years after 


an earlier shock (the 1245 and 
H90 events), wfaik at the other ~ 
end of the scale, nearly 300 years 
separated two consecutive tre- 
mors(the 1745 and 1470 events). 

Less obvious, however, i$ a pat- 
tern picked out by Sieh. It seems 
that these big tremors occnr m 
pairs, a 2 745-type happening first 
and then, after 100 years or so, an 
1857-type shock. 

After the second earthquake m 
this theoretical pair has taken 
place — and relieved the strain 
tha t had accumulated in the fault ; 
— it would seem to take some- 
thing like 230 years for a new, 
one- two (1745, 1857) cy tfc .to 
develop. " •

Pennsylyania fuel protest 
leaves dozens hurt, jailed 


LEVinOWN, Pennsylvania 

June 25 ( AP) — Police cleared the 
streets of Levittown early Monday 
after a spontaneous protest 
against high fuel prices and short 
fuel supplies turned into a two-day 
melee that left dozens of persons 
injured. 

More than 100 people were 
arrested in the suburban Philadel- 
phia community during the pro- 
test, which began Saturday when 
1,000 disgruntled motorists angry 
at the closing of a service station 
joined protesting truckers to block 
a major intersection. 

Tbe protest flared again Sunday 


as teen-agers swelled the ranks of 
protesters who moved from one 
intersection to another, eluding 
police and snarling traffic. 

Dozens of people were hospital- 
ized and hospital emergency 
rooms were pressed into service as 
police armed with dogs and billy 
clubs moved in to clear blocked 
streets. One man was treated for a 
gunshot wound, storefront win- 
dows were smashed and two ser- 
vice stations severely vandalized. 

Elsewhere, some truckers 
began dismantling the blockades 
that have squeezed fuel and food 
supplies to a trickle in many areas, 
but others vowed to fight on as 


Union suit against OPEC 
goes before federal court 


LOS ANGELES, June 25 (AP) 
— A U.S. court injunction was to be 
sought Monday to stop American 
oil companies from passing along 
to consumers price increases by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

“This is just the beginning,” 
said attorney James Davis, who 
originally led a price-fixing suit 
against tbe OPEC nations last 
December. 

OPEC is meeting in Geneva this 
week, and members appeared 
ready to boost oil prices to SI 8 
a barrel — which would 
add more than 4 cents to a price of 
a gallon of gasoline or heating fuel 
in the United States. 

The suit was filed here on behalf 
of tbe International Association of 
Machinists ( I A M), a 
900,000 member labor union, but 
it has since. been joined by the 
cities of Cleveland. Ohio and New 


Haven, Connecticut. 

In addition, Davis said Sunday 
night, the city of Los Angeles has 
ordered its counsel to look into 
joining the suit, and officials in 
Portland, Washington and Balti- 
more, Maryland are seeking to 
have their dries become parties to 
the suit. 

Davis said formal legal papers 
would be filed Monday before 
U.S. District Judge A. Andrew 
Hauk asking that die induction be 
issued against any further price 
pass-throughs by U.S. oil com- 
panies. Hauk probably will render 
a decision “within a few days' 
Davis said. 

The price pass-through injuc- 
tion is only part of what the 1AM 
and the other plaintiffs are seek- 
ing. If Hauk rules that the OPEC 
nations are guilty of illegal price- 
fixing, it would allow up to $1 bil- 
lion of those nations’ assets in the 
United States to be seized.

A sniper using a high-power 
rifle wounded a truck driver in 
eastern Tennessee late Sunday, 
authorities said.

Grorgia truckers, worried that 
some striking drivers might defect, 
vowed to increase blockades and 
shutdowns around the state. 

“We’re tired of sitting around.” 
said Frank Matta, president of 
International Truckers United. 
“We're calling in reinforcements 
and they are coming.” 

But many of those participating 
at a truck stop shutdown near 
Atlanta said they were running 
out of money and couldn’t hold 
out much longer. 

A strike by some independent 
fuel haulers that has crippled parts 
of southern Florida for a week was 
tentatively settled early Monday. 
If members of the Florida Inde- 
pendent Truckers Rights Associa- 
tion approve the agreement — 
which calls for trucking companies 
to grant a 7 per cent rate increase 
to their independent haulers and 
for the state Public Service Com- 
mission to consideran interim rate 
increase for the companies — 
many gas deliveries could resume 
by late Monday. 

Michigan officials said block- 
ades there were gone and fuel 
stops open. “The strike is over," 
said one official. Said trucker 
spokesman Hariand Wilcox, “the 
boys are just getting rested up 
that's all.” 

More truckers were back on the 
roads and more fuel stops open in 
Tennessee on Sunday. “If the 
trend of the last couple of days 
continues, then we'll be coming 
out of it,” said a spokenman for 
Gov. Lamar Alexander. 


ABU DHABI, June 25 (R) —

New Zealand gas plan 
will mean earless days 


WELLINGTON, June 25 (R) 
— New Zealanders will lose the 
use of their cars one day a week 
under a gasoline saving program 
announced Monday. 

Prime Minister Robert Mul- 
doon told a news conference that 
the new “car-less days” scheme, 
to be introduced on July 30, was a 
long-term measure required by 
tbe soaring cost of oQ and New 
Zealand’s unhealthy balance of 
payments. 

The government has already 
imposed a weekend ban on gas 
sales. 

Under the plan motorists will 
have to display a windscreen 


sticker whose color will show the 
day they choose to stay off tbe 
road. 

Motoring organizations have given 
the plan a lukewarm reception, 
with some saying that rationing 
would be fairer. But Muldoon 
insists that rationing would cost 1 5 
million New Zealand dollars ($15 
million) to impose. 

Newspaper columnists have 
predicted that motorists who opt 
to keep off the road on Sunday — 
tbe most popular day — may find 
their Saturday night activities 
capped with a summary 400- 
dollar fine if they stay out after 
midnight. 


BRUSSELS. June 25 (R) — 
The European Common Marker 
resumed talks Monday with 57 
developing countries on an aid 
package in the hope of reaching 
agreement Tuesday. 

The 57 African, Caribbean and 
Pacific (ACP) countries decided 
Sunday night to resume the talks, 
which they broke off last month. 

In May, they rejected as inade- 
quate a Common Market aid offer 
wonhS 6.7 billion over five years, 
but the community has now 
increased h to about $ 7.6 billion. 

An EEC diplomat said Monday 
that the amount of aid was no 
longer a problem, but EEC and 
ACT ministers were meeting in 
groups to discuss different aspects 
of the new pact. 

EEC ministers hope to reach 
agreement Tuesday so that a new 
convention can be signed next 
month to replace the 1975 Lome 
Pact when it expires next year. 

Tbe size of tbe aid package was 
the major outstanding issue, but 
there could also be some tough 
talking on other parts of the new 
pact which will succeed the Lome 
convention. 

ACP officials stressed that the 
developing countries wouid not 
be hurried into agreement. 

The ACP countries failed to 
agree Sunday where the new pact 
would be signed once agreement 
was finally reached. 

The mam candidateswere Khar- 
toum and Lome, the capital of 
Togo, which wants the new con- 
vention, already known infor- 
mally as Lome-II. to carry the title 
officially. 

Not all the ACP states were rep- 


resented by ministers Sunday, as 
they had barely a week's notice of 
the meeting. More ministers were 
likely to reach Brussels for Mon- 
day's meeting. 

The talks cannot stretch much 
beyond Tuesday because the chief 
Common Market negotiator, 
French Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois- Poncet, president of the 
EEC Council of Ministers, has to 


be in Tokyo by Thursday for the 
summit of major industrialized 
nations. 

Tbe ACP states decided Sunday 
night that Bernard SL John, 
deputy prime minister of Bar- 
bados, would succeed Gabonese 
Planning Minister Michel, 
Anchouey as president of their 
council of ministers, and thus c hi e f 
negotiator, on August 1.

Remote-controlled land mine 


Haig survives assassination attempt 


CASTE A O'. Belgium. June 25 
•Agencies} — NATO Supreme 
.Allied Commander in Europe 
General Alexander Haig Monday 
escaped an assassination attempt 
when a remote-controlled land 
mine exploded under his car. 

A spokesman for the general, 
who is to retire Friday, said the car 
of the two guards was completely 
wrecked by what appeared to be 
the explosion from a command- 
detonated land mine. 

The guards were only slightly 
injured and had already left a hos- 


The explosion damaged the 
exhaust and trunk of Haig's car, 
which was traveling in front of the 
other. 

The explosion occurred on a 
narrow bridge over a small, deep 
ravine on a deserted country road. 

The blast ripped about four 
square meters of concrete block 
and stones off the bridge. 

The mine went off between 
Haig's car and the one in front of 
it. knoching the car out of the wav 
of the hole. Tne officer said the car 
was heavily damaged but had not 
overturned, contrary to what had 


first been reported. 

Army explosive experts said the 
land mine had been place d under 
the bridge and was detonated by a 
wire- connected command placed 
along a path on the side of the 
ravine. 

They said only two of the four 
buttons on the detonator had been 
depressed, giving rise to specula- 
tion that there might be qther 
charges in the area. 

A plastic helmet of the kind 
used by construction workers was 
found near the detonator.

Casteau. site of Supreme Head- 
quarters Allied Powers Europe 
(SHAPE), is south of Brussels, 
near the highway to Paris. 

Belgian police said two men rid- 
ing motorcycles were seen near 
where the nine exploded. 

Police immediately sent patrol 
cars to the area, searching roads 
leading to the nearby French bor- 
der. 

The Belgian news agency Belga 
said one of the motorcycle riders 
had been caught by the state 
police in Ath, about 20 kilometers 
from here.

Sandinis- 
tas showed reporters the burned- 
out garrison Sunday and told them 
rebel sharpshooters had replaced 
Guard snipers in the towers of the 
adjacent cathedral.

Exact figures are not avail- 
able, but sources said two captains 
and a lieutenant have taken refuge 
in the Colombian Embassy, and 
that Lt. Col. Constantino Men- 
dieta Herdocia, an architect in 
charge of remodeling Managua’s 
airport, had sought asylum in the 


Peruvian Embassy. 

informed sources said the 
Guard has been dropping 500- 
pound bombs along the southern 
front where rebels hold up to three 
miles of Nicaraguan territory 
north of the Costa Rican border. 

They said there has been little 
change in positions near the bor- 
der, but the Guard has driven back 
rebel attempts in the southern 
front to push northward with 
heavy artillery and aerial bom- 
bardment. 


LONDON, June 25 (AP) — 
The price of gold hit new record 
highs Monday in London and 
Zurich, the major gold markets in 
Europe. The dollar fell against the 
major currencies. 

The regular morning meeting of 
the top London bullion dealers

price, $ 284.375 an ounce, up from 
$ 283.875 Friday, which was a 
record European high.

Thais to halt refugee evictions 


BANGKOK, June 25 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Kriangsak 
Chomanan said Monday his coun- 
try would temporarily stop the 
forcible repatriation of Indochin- 
ese refugees pending the outcome 
of a United Nations - sponsored 
conference on the refugee prob- 
lem. 

But the Thai leader said those 
refugees entering Thailand would 
be pushed back. Those already in 
the country, he said, would remain 
temporarily "on humanitarian 
grounds.'’ 

Kriangsak, who earlier this 
month ordered the repatriation of 
about 45,000 Cambodians to their 
war-torn homeland, said he was 
pleased about reports that the 
United Nations might hold an 
international conference on 
Indochinese refugees in July. 

Thailand, with some 200,000 , 
Cambodians, Vietnamese and 
Laotians in the country, bears by ' 
far the greatest refugee burden. It ! 


recently has been complaining of 
inadequate support from the 
international community to ' 
alleviate the problem. 

The Thais, like other Southeast 
Asians, also have denounced Vie- . 
mam for allowing the refugees to 
inundate the southeast Asian reg- 
ion. Vietnamese boat people have 
been streaming into Southeast 
Asia in greater numbers over tire 
past few months. 

Representatives from 18 uni- 
versities and colleges throughput . 
Thailand tried Monday to submit 
a protest note to Vfetnamese 
Premier Pham Van Dong through 
the Vietnamese embassy here, b ut 
had to be satisfied with dropping 
the note into the embassy’s mail 
box.
